Chairman Henderson called the conven- 
tion and the vast audience to order ati :3¢ 
p. m., and said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention, under 
the rules adopted the order of business 
now is the presentation of candidates 
for President.

The Sccretary called the States of 
Delaware, Florida and Georgia with- 
out meeting with any response. 
When Illinois was called == and 
Senator Cullom rose from his seat about 
four thousand voices indulged in the ex- 
clamation, ‘‘Ah, ah, ah.”? 

The Chair introduced the representa- 
tive of Illinois as follows: Gentlemen, 
Senator Cullom of Illinois. [More yells 
followed, during which the senator 
smoothed himself duwn in front with 
his hand, and when the uproar subsided 
he proceeded in a stirring and patriotic 
speech to place the name of 

GENERAL JOHN A. LOGAN, 

before the Convention as a candidate for 
the Presidency. The announcement of 
General John A. Logan’s name was re- 
ceived with a burst of applause, a great 
many persons rising to their feet, waving 
their hats and handkerchiefs, and the 
thousands of people in the gallery join- 
ing in the roar of applause. The cheers 
were renewed again and again. 

Prentiss, cf Missouri seconded the 
nomination of Logan. \ 

The call was then proceeded with, In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louis- 
jana, each being called, and each passing

‘Yne baud itself came to the aid of the 


houters, and thundered with its brasses 
and drums. Although five minutes had 


-passed. the enthusiasm of the’ Biaineites 
knew no end, and the roar O1 weir ap- 


plause still continued. 

At last the President, who had been 
looking with interest upon the scene be- 
fore him, seized his gavel and gave some 
raps therewith. The crowd was silent a 
moment, and then, regardless of the 


chairman rapping, again burst out 
in another shout. . After the chair- 
man had succeeded in pro- 


ducing comparative quiet, Judge West of 
Ohio was intreduced. The sensation was 
intense, and the interest in Mr. West, on 
account of his commanding presence and 
sympathy for his infirmity, brought all to 
silence in the vast hall, while the name 
of 
JAMES G. BLAINE, 

‘our Henry of Navarre,’’ was placed in 
nomination in an impassioned address. 

C. K. Davis, of Minnesota, seconded 
the nomination of Blaine. 

The calling of the roll was continued by 
the Secretary until the State of New York 
was reached. When New York was called 
came the opportunity of the friends of Ar- 
thur, and well was it improved. Such 
a burst of enthusiastic ap- 
plause upon the part of the 
general audience, such an uprising and 
cheering of a great body of the dele- 
gates and waving of flags showed the 
numbers and earnestness. The colored 
delegates specially raised their voices 
(and their hats) and added to the gen- 


eral applause. Flags were again 
swung upon the platform and 
along the sidesof and in the hall. 


After fifteen minutes of this enthusiastic 
cheering the chairman rapped twice to 
stop the cheers, but was only cheered for 
his trouble. He rapped thrice and the 
crowd sang ‘‘Marching Through Geor- 
gia.’ Again he rapped and they gave 
three cheers and a tiger for Arthur, after 
which the business proceeded. 

Martin I. Townsend, of New York, 
took his place upon the platform. The 
house cheered and applauded for sixteen 
minutes and endeavored if possible to 
‘ounteract the enthusiasm gotten up by 
the friends of Mr. Blaine a few minutes 
previous. As soon as it was possible to 
be heard the chairman rapped vigorously 
on the table with his gavel and said: 
“Gentemen of the Convention, Mr. 
Townsend, of New York.”’ 

A speech thus inspired could but be de- 
livered in burning words, and the nomi- 
nation of 

CHESTER A. ARTHUR, 
of New York, was presented before the 
Convention in a manner never tv be for- 
gotten by those fortunate enough to hear 
the words of the great orator. 

‘rhe nomination of Mr. Artnur was sece 
onded by H. H. Bingham, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and John KR. Lynch, of Mississippi, 
followed by Winston, of North Carolina, 
and Pinchback, of Louisiana. ; 

The calling of the roll was proceeded 
with until Ohio was reached, when Judge 
Foraker proceeded to the platform and 
placed in nomination 

JOHN SHERMAN, 
of Ohio. Judge Holt of Kentucky 
seconded the nomination of Mr. Sher- 
man. 

The Secretary continued to call the 
States; Oreg6n, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, South Carelina, Tennessee, Texas 
and then Vermont. 

When the Jast named State was called, 
Governor Long of Massachusetts, pro- 
ceeded to place before the Convention 
the name of 

GEORGE F. EDMUNDS, 
of Vermont. 

The nomination of Mr. Edmunds was 
seconded by Mr. Curtis, of New York. 

At the conclusion of Curtis’ speech, the 
clerk continued to call the roll of States 
until the completion thereof. 

No other State responding with a nom- 
inee, Foraker, of Ohio. moved that the 
Convention proceed to ballot for nomi- 
nee for President of the United States. 
This was met with strong opposition, 
and after a determined display of dilatory 
tactics the Convention voted, at 1:30 a.

FOURTH DAY. 
CHICAGO, Itu.. June 6. 

The fourth and critical day of 
the Republican National Convention 
opened with the public pulse beating with 
painful intensity, figuratively speaking. 
It looked as though all Chicago had turned 
out to look upon or wait for the event of 
the day. A black mass of human beings 
lined the lake front, and the streets lead- 
ing to the Exposition building were a jam. 
Inside it was as bad if not worse 
than last night. For the first time every 
delegate was in his seat fifteen minutes 
before the hour at which the Convention 
was called to order and from floor to 
roof the vast building was packed like a 
sardine box.

The principal business of the evening 
session was the nomination of a candidate 
for Vice-President The roll of States being 
called, no response was received till Iili- 
nois was reached, when Senator Plumb ot 
Kansas came forward, and nominated 
General John A. Logan The speak- 
er did not present him on behalf of Illi- 

ois. or of any other State, but of the 
she whole United States. He belonged 
10 more to Illinois than to Kansas, where 
75,000 soldiers would receive the news 
of his nomination with shouts of glad- 
ness. 

The nomination was seconded in 
speeches by Judge Hock, of Tennessee; 
Thurston, of Nebraska; Lee, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Horr, of Michigan; Clancy, of 
North Carolina; Bradley, of Kentucky; 
Lee, of South Carolina; O’Hara, of 
North Carolina; Robinson, of Ohio, 
and others, and on a vote being taken 
Logan received the entire number, with 
the exception of seven from New York, 
led by George William Curtis. 

The nomination was then made unani- 
mous. 

The thanks of the Convention were 
tendered to the temporary and perma- 
uent officers,

Shoes for Ladies and Children. 

It is to be hoped the attempt to popu- 
larize more serviceable styles in walking 
shoes will meet with the welcome it so 
well deserves. When we consider what 
a large proportion of our comfort or 
discomfort is to be gained by having 
our feet properly ont comfortably clad, 
we will accept with good grace any in- 
novation that tends to contribute to our 
ease in this respect. The ‘common 
sense’’ walking shoes are greatly in de- 
mand. They are made with a heel one 
inch high, and the soles are not too 
heavy to admit of comfort. The neatest 
and most appropriate walking shoe for 
dressy as well as general wear is made 
of French kid, the toes nfvely rounded 
and the heels do not exceed an inch and 
a quarter in height. Nearly all of these 
are buttoned, the laced shoes being enly 
in occasional demand. ‘The popularity. 
of these shoes is not likely to decrease. 
They can be made with cloth tops, al- 
though for summer wear those made 
entirely of kid are preferred. A walk- 
ing shoe which gives general satisfac- 
tion has a flexible sole, and although 
machine stitched it is quite as pliable 
asthe hand sewed, and sells much 
cheaper. One of the most comfortable 
of the new styles is the London square 
toe walkiny boot for ladies. It is made 
on strictly scientific principles, and 
while giving all the joints of the foot 
ample room, it fits the foot perfectly in 
every particular. 

For carriage wear dressy shoes are 
made of patent leather, but more gener- 
ally of kid with a patent leather tip, 
while the tops ordinarily match the cos- 
tume. These are buttoned gaiters, the 
heels quite low and the soles very light. 
Those with black cloth tops are 
popular, as they can be worn with any 
costume. 

The walking boot introduced for the 
present season is an evidence that time 
has corrected some of the fallacies in- 
troduced by fashion, for the short vamp 
and high heels are doomed to retire- 
ment. Ladies now seem to realize that 
many of the distressing difficulties 
which they have experienced were duc 
to those two causes, for the seam of tho 
short vamp pressing constantly on the 
joint eventually caused a soreness which 
frequently degenerates into a more 
painful and lasting disfigurement, and 
the high heels have been the main 
cause of even more serious results. The 
tendency,to broaden the toes of shoes, 
which of late have been worn quite 
pointed, is shown, and is gaining favor 

For the seaside or general country 
wear, laced shoes of canvas are very 
comfortable and desirable. They are 
in blue or ecru, with leather finishings 
in the natural color, and will be very 
fashionable this season. A linen can- 
vas slipper appropriate for bedroom use 
is gah nae heels and is cool and com- 
fortable. Lawn tennis shoes are of can- 
vas with corrugated rubber soles, and 
this style is also used for yachting ancl 
is found satisfactory to wear on deck 
when taking an ocean voyage. During 
the summer at the seashore and ths» 
mountains children wear canvas shoes: 
very frequently. 

The fancy for low shoes tied across 
the instep promises to be more general 
for street wear this year than ever be- 
fore. Oxford ‘ies, both for street and 
house use, will be pepular, are cut 
rounded toes and in some instances pa- 
tent leather tops, although in plain kid 
are quite as dressy and will be more 
universally worn.

It was once said 
of him that he kept the keys and con- 
science of the Stock Exchange. 


At the trial of Dr. Franklin Pierce, in 
Worcester, Mass., a few days ago, for 
manslaughter—the charge being that he 
caused the death of a Mrs. Bemis by 
having her bathed in kerosene oil—the 
nurse testified that the first application 
left the flesh raw and bleeding. The 
doctor ordered a second application, and 
forbade the nurse to use sweet oil to 
allay the pain. The defense put on the 
stand half a dozen witnesses who, under 
Dr. Pierce’s direction, have used kero- 
sene in a manner similar to Mrs. Bemis 
for erysipelas, typhoid fever, conges- 
tion, typhoid pneumonia, and other 
diseases. They all agreed that the treat- 
ment was highly beneficial to them.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 








A PRIVATE letter recently received at 
Little Rock indicates a distressing state 
of affairs existing in the parish of 
Northwest, Louisiana, located on Bushy 
and Tensas Bayous, resulting from the 
recent overflows. The letter says: 
‘The terrible pictures of distress exist- 
ing in this section are pitiful in the ex- 
treme and we are powerless to give relief. 
Suffering is not only among the blacks, 
but white people. They are in a state 
bordering on starvation, but too proud 
to make their situation known. An in- 
stance may be mentioned of a family of 
cultured ladies whose constant occupa- 
tion is padding dugouts all day long in 
the hot sun,as they gather from the 
trees and bushes their verdure to feed 
the famishing cattle, themselves strug- 
cling out a miserable existence on craw- 
fish and meal peck. ‘The situation, al- 
though desperate enough among the 
whites, is indeed appalling among the 
colored laborers. The hill country in 
the community is overrun with refugees. 
There is no work to be obtained at 
points which can be reached by our 
means. Naked children are crawling 
over the levees grubbing for crawfish, 
and in their ravenous hunger devouring 
them in their raw state. Advances on 
crop prospects are altogether out of 
the question, as upon the retention of 
work horses and mules depends the 
last chance of a crop of any description, 
and nothing can be realized from cattle.”’

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Wm. Cook, Wm. Defus and Eddie Loven 
were drowned a few days ago while sailing 
on Lake Ponchartrain, La. 

Joseph Schaefer of Zanesville, O., ar- 
rived in Houston, Tex., a few days ago. 
While crossing abridge at midnight he 
was attacked by ruffians and knocked 
senseless, robbed 6f $350 in gold, and 
thrown into Buffalo bayou. He was res- 
cued by a negro, and at last accounts was 
lying in a critical condition. The robbers 
2scaped. 

A special from Clarksville, Tenn., re- 
ports the discovery of a band of outlaws 
who have been depredating for fifteen 
years in Montgomery County. The chief 
was Ransom Morrow, a prominent farmer 
sixty years old, living fifteen miles from 
town. Two of the gang under arrest have 
made full confessions, which are startling 
in the extreme. They give the particulars 
vf nearly a dozen horrible murders, while 
the accounts of robberies, arson and other 
crimes would fill a book. The gang made 
their headquarters at a big cave, which, 
seven hunered yards from the entrance, 
ends at a precipice forming a bottomless 
cavity called ‘‘Hell’s Hole.”?

Bill Lewis, Bill Smith and Bum Albert, 
three ex-convicts, pleaded guilty at Dallas, 
Tex., to burglarizing Fortune Bros.’ safe 
in that city of over $00, on the night of 
April 15, and were each sentenced to two 
years in the Penitentiary. 

The dead body of a strange man was 
taken from the river at Waverly, Ky. The 
body was badly decomposed. It was at- 
tired in blue jeans pants, blue woolen 
vest, cheviot shirt and suspenders. No 
traces of violence were discovered. The 
remains were placed in a coffin and inter- 
red in a mound near the river bank. 

The body of Captain Atkinson, formerly 
Assistant Superintendent of the Houston 
Direct Navigation Company, who was 
drowned in Trinity River May 26th, was 
found a few days ago two miles below 
where he fell off the tug. 

In Brown and Coleman Counties, Tex., 
great damage is reported from recent 
rains. Fencing, driftwood, bedding, farm 
products, and animals are to be seen 
floating down the stream. 

A fatal accident occurred a few days 
ago at a handle factory being rebuilt in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. It became necessary 
for Peter Norris, carpenter, to cross the 
building, and he attempted to walk a nar: 
row strip that had been nailed down; 


when he had walked a short distance the, 


rafter turned, precipitating him to the 
ground about thirty feet. He fell on his 
head and shoulders and died in twenty 
minutes. 


Notwithstanding the serious damage 
done to orchards by the numerous high 
winds and the tornadoes of the past spring, 
the fruit crop of South Carolina will be the 
largest in that State for ten years. Cher- 
ries, peaches, plums and berries are flood- 
ing the market, and melons will soon come 
in.

At Longview, Ky., a few days ago Ed- 
ward I. Steger, a young man about twen- 
ty-three years of age, shot and fatally 
wounded Jesse Bullock (colored). He 
went to Steger’s house and attacked him 
about a settlement involving $150, and 
snapped a pistol athim. Steger then drew 
a pistol and fired, the ball taking effect in 
Bullock’s side. The latter then fired at 
Steger, and missed him. 

A few days ago, in the County.of Ches- 
ter, 8. C., a negro man named Isaac Wise 
and a negro girl were killed by a single 
bolt of lightning. Isaac was sitting near 
the front door and the girl was at the back 
door of the house when killed. The shoe 
on the right foot of the girl was torn into 
shreds, but only two or three burnt places 
could be found on the person of either of 
them. There were five other negroes in 
the house at the time, three of whom were 
so badly shocked that they remained in- 
sensible for several hours. ;
